The gas leases in the Redcliff field 
which the Canadian Western Natural 
Gas, Light, Heat.and Power Company 
have acquired were bought from Ston- 
er, Lockwood & Wheeler, the negotia- 
tions being conducted through Laid- 
law & Blanchard of Medicine Hat. 

At the present time there are four 
existing wells drilled in on these leases 
having a total present producing ca- 

acity of 10,000,000 cubic feet a day. 
The wells are capped, and not in use, 
but ready to turn into a pipe line the 
moment one is constructed. 

In addition, the company plans to 
drill in at least five more wells on 
these holdings at once, which, it is 
esiimated | increase the production 
of the Redeliff field from 20,000,000 to 
25,000,000 cubic fect per day. 

it is planned to get this gas into the 
main line now supplying Calgary by 
means of an extension of the pipe line 
from the present terminus of the Bow 
{Island pipe to the Redcliff field, a dis- 

tance of 88 miles. No engineering dif- 
ficulties are involved in the construc- 
tion of this line, which is merely a 
matter of financing, and it is under- 
stood this phase has been arranged for.

“Unless farmers between here and 
the international boundary adopt an 
active campaign ainst grasshop- 
pers, there will ack Be any crops this 
year in that part of the province.” 


This was the startling announcement 
made by E. H. Strickland, professor of 

jentomology at the University of A\l- 
berta, but who is again in charge of 
combating the menace, working under 
the ee agriculture. 

“The whole t ing is entirely in the 
jhands of farmers,” said Mr. Strick- 
land, “and it is solel up to them to 
see that all grasshopper breeding 

rounds are effectively poisoned. The 
epartment is doing all it possibly 
can and elaborate arrangements have 
been made, not only so far as an ade- 
quate quantity of bait is concerned, 
but competent officials are mixing this 
themselves. The whole of the infested 
area has been blanketed and no less 
than 22 agents have been appointed to 
attend to the extermination of the "hop 
pers.” ~ 

Mr. Strickland stated that the late 
season this year had been unfortun- 
ate from their point of view, There 
was not much chance of the young in- 
sects being killed off by. frost. after 
hatching out, On account of the late 
season it was not probable that the 
"hoppers would hatch out until the be- 
ginning of June. He mentioned this,

The flood of claims for adjustment 
of matters arising from war service 
which continues to pour into the head- 
quarters of thé Dominjon Commana, 
‘G.W.V-A:, at Ottawa, has- brought . to 
Nght the remarkable fact that every 


folirth man enlistef for-overseas Bery-|- - 


ice during the Great War considered 
that his balanee with one branch of 
the service or the-other had.not been 
properly squared away when he was 
demobilized. Since the formation of 
the G.W.V.A. more than 125,000 claims 
have been submitted through its ad 
justment services. An average of 35 
per centt of these have been satisfac- 
torily settled. The “Clean Sweep” 
Campaign undertaken by the associa- 
tion last fall, and which still contin- 
ues with undiminished enérgy, has 
thus far been responsible for the sub 
mission of over 21,000. claims, ‘of 
which an average of 88 per cent. have 
been settled to the satisfaction of the 
claimants. An office expert who sur 
veyed the work passing through the 
Dominion Command Office, recently 
stated that the staff was less than 
half that which would be required if 
the same volume of work was to be 
undertaken by a well organized gov- 
ernment departemnt. He congratu- 
lated the Dominion officials upon the 
smooth operation of the adjustment 
service which involves hundreds of 
personal intreviews and telephone 
calls, beside a tremendous volume of 
correspondence. More than 80 per 
cent. of the war service claims receiv- 
ed by government departments deal- 
ing with such, are submitted’ by the 
G.W.V.A, Less than five per cent, 
have been ‘submitted by other veteran 
organizations.

Expectation of Canadian Officials 
Causes Anxiety in Washington 

Reports have reached Washington 
that Canadian officials expect a heavy 
migration of farmers from the United 
States into Canada because of the de- 
pressed condition of agriculture in the 
United States. These reportS are 
Viewed with apprehension by the 
members forming the agricultural 
bloc In Congress. They have for 
some time foreseen the likelihood of 
such a movement, one of these mem- 
bers declared, espcially among tenant 
farmers and farmers who have- been 
caught by the deflation of prices and 
had their mortgages foreclosed.

Many articles in daily 
originally from the ground but 
1ealize that “mining” rosin has been 
a thriving industry in the United 
States for many years, despite the 
fact that rosin is the product of the 
sap of certain species of evergreen 
tree, 

Half a century ago rosin was so 
cheap that it did not pay to, 
it in barrels and send it. to market 
The barrels were worth more than 
the rosin, Turpetine, however, 
brought a good price and came from 
the same sap which yielded rosin as a 
by-product. In consequence manu 
facturers concentrated on the turpen 
tine and allowed the molten rosin to 
run into pits, where it hardened and 
was covered with earth to get it out 
of the way. is 

This went on for some twénty-five 
years, and meanwhile the value of 
rogin went up because new uses were 
found for it, principally in. the soap 
and paper industries. For a time 
people forgot about the tons of valu 
able rosin lying buried on the site of 
the old turpentine distilleries, but by 
and by a group of enterprising manu- 
facturérs began to work these rosin 
“mines.” Of course these buried 
supplies will eventually be used up, 
and then people will have to ‘turn 
once gnore to reducing rosin {rom pine

ed the care of Isle aux Noix over to 
the National Parks Commission to 
© preserved as an historic relic of 
y-gone days. In a lecture of “His- 
tory in the Making along the Riche 
lieu,” delivered before the St. James 
iterary Society of Montreal, in 
November. 1920, the Rev. A. H 
Moore, of St. Johns, Que., urged the 
desirability of such a step. This 
influential society at once made a 
waguest to the Government to that 
effect, the Hon. Senator G. G. Fost 
er. K.C., ably seconded their request 
and the result is as stated above, 
The Isle aux Noix is replete with 
historic associations. ying in the 
Richelieu river (which was known 
successively in past vears as the lro 
orois river, the St, Louis, and the 
Sorell), ten miles from the line be 
‘tween Canada and the United States 
containing about 85 acres of sur 
face and quite cofmmanding the 
river, this. island has much to in- 
terest the student and thril! the 
patriot. Champlain, in 1409 was 
robably “the first white man to < 
foot upon it, It was impossible to 
miss its strategic value, 
During the French regime it was 


an outpost of the colony. English 
raiders, like Rogers and Schuyler 
d to make a detour past its 


vigilant sentries. Isle aux Noix was 
on guard! It snrane into” promi- 
nence in 1759 when it received De 
Bourlemsane’s force of 2,000 men 
reti before Amherst’s superior 
forces around Lake Champlain, -In 
1860 Amherst wrote of this place:-— 

“He (De Bourlemaque) erected 
such a number of works as to rende’ 

by all accounts, impregnable, and 


had it been attacked would have 
been the Churchyard of the British 
Arey. Haviland encamped near 
the Isle aux Noix on August 16th. 
1860. Bougainville commaded the 
French garrison, and when he saw 
the island so thoroughly invested he 
made a successful retreat down the 
river during the night of August 
25th, leaving a few men to engage 
the attention of the English attack- 
ers, They took possession shortly 
afterwards, and the fall of Isle aux 
Noix opened up the way into French 
Canada, The fight for Canada prac 
tically ended at this strategic point 

The Isle aux Noix did not figure 
much in the war of 1775-76. Mont. 
romery and Schuyler held it, and 
when Arnold led his broken army 
back from his failure at Quebec he 
stayed here for a time. Fever broke 
out and wrought havoc among his 
men, many of whom lie in its 
neglected cemeteries. The American 
effort to capture the post in 1812 
failed. : S 4 

The Imperial Government was 
now fully aware of the importarice 
of Isle aux Noix, as commanding 
the great waterway from Lake 
Champlain into Canada, and the 
present “Fort Lennox,” standing on 
the southern end of the island, was 
priest in 1819 and built in 18238 

pon the quadrangular works of 
the old French Fort immense ram 
‘carts were raised, a moat. surround 
ed the Fort, the entrance was com 
manded by a naveridge an. massive 
eut stone buildings o imposing de 
sign provided quarters. for the 
troops, and their . officers. These 
beautiful buildings stand in’ stately 
splendor to-day shaded by massive 
elms and spfeading butternuts thi 
could tell the history of a ceatury. 


cperatans that once characterized 
the now placid Richelieu. The Isle 
aux Noix shared with St. Johns the 
activity. in preparation which en- 
abled Sir Guy Carleton to muster a 
naval force in 1776 and wipe out the 
American fleet in the nava! battle 
of Ticonderoga. In the fight at 
Lacolle Mill, on March 50th. 1814, 
material assistance was given to the 
defenders of the Mill by two sloons 
and two gun-boats that came from 
Isle aux Noix From’ the naval vards 

* that place were launched gun- 
boats carrying as many as thirty 
guns. 

As the visitor tn Isle aux Joix 
stands on one of the bastions that 
command a view of the maiestic 
river and looks throvgh the trees 
across the snacious parade grounds 
within the Fort. he can imagine he 
hears once again the call of the 
bugle, he can see officers and men 
issuing from’ their quarters in the 
resplendent uniforms of the olden 
days, he can hear the sharp word of 
command. he can see the children 
playing on the common across the 
moat. and all the while the vigilant 
eye of the imaginary sentry at his 
side scans the river's course as he 
guards bis fortress home. But the 
jay of these things has long passed 
away. In 1859 the Imoerial troons 
were withdrawn; since then «the 
nand of time, and other jess honest 
sands have been busv impoverishing 
this treasured spot of its evidences 
of past activity Let us hope that 
nder the care of the National Parks 
Commission nothing will he eft dn- 
done to preserve this ovtnost of
